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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's election of Group I, claims 8-9 in the reply filed on 9/6/05 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over EP 1245554 or EP 1245555, both 
of record on 1449. 

EP 1245,554 discloses a monomer containing an electron withdrawing group and 
an electron donative group which can be controlled in the upper limit of the amount of a 
sulfonic acid, which impairs the mechanical properties of a copolymer, and can provide 
a sulfonated polymer that forms a proton conductive membrane showing inhibited 
swelling in hot water and an aqueous solution of methanol, and a copolymer obtained 
from the monomer (see Abstract), comprising repeating units of the formula (3) of from 
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5-95 mol% (see page 3) and formula (4) (see page 6) under mechanism to form a 
product on page 11. 

Note that the incorporation of a sulfonic acid can be accomplished by subjecting 
the copolymer free of sulfonic acid group to sulfonation with a known sulfonating agent 
such as sulfuric anhydride, fuming sulfuric acid, chlorosulfonic acid, sulfuric acid and 
sodium hydrogensulfite under known conditions (see [0081]-[0084] 
The EP 1245,555 discloses the monomer (1m) and the monomer (2m), can be 
subjected to polymerization under conditions to obtain a copolymer of the formula (see 
pages 16-17) with the proviso that the molar ratio of the two repeating units is from 99/1 
to 20/80 and can be sulfonated to be used for the conductive membrane— (see page 
17, [0078]-[0082] ). 

The disclosures of the references differ from the instant claims in that it does not 
disclose the claimed formula (1') in claim 4. However, the references do disclose the 
formula (1) in EP 1245554 or formula (2m) in EP 1245555 in the conditions that they 
can be sulfonated to form the same or similar products. In view of this similarity, it would 
appear to be inherent that the aromatic sulfonate derivative of the claimed formula (1') 
must be considered inherent in the prior art. See In re Best, 195 USPQ 430, 433 (CCPA 
1977)
